HAVE  YOU  HAD  ANY 
MSG  LATELY? 

MSG  is  used  in  preparation  of  food  as  an 
easy  substitute  for  traditional  vegetable  or 
meat  stock  which  takes  time  and  trouble  to 
prepare.  Controversy  about  it  is  not  new. 

The  additive  seems  to  affect  up  to  a  third 
of  those  who  do  not  normally  consume  it  as 
part  of  their  daily  diet.  In  South-East  Asia, 
many  of  those  who  suffer  uncomfortable 
side- effects  are  overseas  visitors  to  street 
stalls  and  Chinese  restaurants.  They  come 
from  countries  such  as  Australia,  where 
MSG  is  not  as  widely  used  as  it  is  in  Asia. 

I  was  interested  to  read  that  in  1969  the 
US  Government  called  on  manufacturers  to 
ban  the  use  of  MONOSODIUM  GLUTAMATE 
(MSG)  in  baby  foods.  In  1980  the  American 
Drug  Administration  endorsed  a  "voluntary" 
ban  which  has  been  adhered  to. 

In  Sydney  a  few  years  ago  my  wife  suffered 
a  collapse  after  eating  food  in  a  Chinese 
restaurant  —  doctors  were  mystified  —  the 
food  was  beautiful  but  I  wonder  if  the  cook 
had  been  a  bit  too  heavy  with  the  MSG 
which  my  dear  girl  could  have  been  allergic 
to.

National  Park  is  to  grant 
controlled  development 
including  ''on  snoir" 
accommodation 

After  such  high  expectations  and  an 
all-time  record  interest  from  Tattersall  s 
skiers,  the  1982  season  was  perhaps 
the  worst  snow  year  since  records 
have  been  kept  Many  non-skiers  found 
it  hard  to  believe  that  with  one  of  the 
coldest  winters  for  many  years  there 
could  be  such  a  poor  snowfall.  The 
answer  was  very  clear  in  the  weather 
charts  from  June  onwards;  a  series  of 
high-pressure  systems  moving  across 
the  lower  part  of  the  mainland  pushing 
the  snow- bearing  “lows"  well  south  of 
the  Australian  mainland  —  perhaps 
Bass  Strait  had  a  record  snow  year. 
From  reports  New  Zealand  skiers  were 
able  to  enjoy  some  of  the  snow  that 
Tattersalf  s  skiers  were  looking  for. 

The  combination  of  record  interest 
of  Tattersalf  s  skiers  and  a  poor  season 
highlighted  some  of  the  difficulties  in 
accepting  nominations  for  the  total 
capacity  of  the  Lodge  at  Thredbo.  The 
Committee  is  at  present  considering 
how  bookings  for  the  1983  season  can 
be  handled  to  provide  the  maximum 
enjoyment  and  comfort  for  members. 
Details  concerning  the  1983  programme 
will  be  advised  to  skiers  in  a  newsletter. 

1982  was  not  all  bad  news  as  during 
the  latter  part  of  the  season  the  much- 
awaited  management  plan  of  the 
National  Park  was  announced.  In  spite 
of  speculation  that  there  would  be  no 
further  beds  available  in  the  snow  the 
plan  does  make  provision  for  controlled 
development  including  “on  snow" 
accommodation.  The  first  area  to  be 
considered  for  development  is  the  one 
known  as  Blue  Cow  in  Perisher  Valley, 
and  the  Twin  Valleys  project  adjacent 
to  Thredbo  is  likely  to  receive  favour¬ 
able  consideration. 

The  fact  that  additional  accommo¬ 
dation  will  be  available  in  the  snow  is 
a  triumph  for  the  Australian  Ski 
Federation  who  worked  tirelessly  in 
presenting  a  case  for  “on  snow" 
accommodation. 

Skiing  buffs  are  already  looking 
forward  to  the  1983  season  in  the  belief 
that  a  bad  (dreadful)  season  must  be 
followed  by  a  good  one. 

In  the  meantime  skiers  should 
ensure  that  their  equipment  is  checked 
and  properly  stored  during  the  summer 
season.

For  the  second  year  running  our 
team  in  the  Maui  Channel  Swim  was 
right  up  with  the  winners  .  .  .  the 
sustained  excitement  the  pressure, 
until  the  last  few  minutes  of  a  magnifi¬ 
cent  three- hour  race  was  an  unforget¬ 
table  experience,  certainly  for  the 
supporters  and  hopefully  for  our  six 
superb  swimmers. 

It  was  ten  hours  and  5, 000  not  entirely 
uneventful  miles  later,  that  the  Tatter- 
salf  s  tourists  made  it  to  Hawaii  late  in 
August.  In  doing  so  they  survived  one
